SANYO'S MOVEMENTS. 


Hla History Traced From Childhood Oj> to 


tho Present Time. 


PARIS, June 28.--Tho inquiries of the 


police havii resulted in showin"- that 
Santo was born at Motto Viseouti, 
northwest Pavia, in December, 1873 
The prisoner is a baker by trade, and 
was tried in Milan in 1802 for breach of 
tho peace, but he was acquitted owi un- 
to lack of snlficieni evidence against 
nun. Santo was known as a dangerous 
anarchist, and delivered anarchist lec- 
tures of the wildest character before 
going to Switzerland last year 


After leaving Italy he lived at differ- 


ent^ tunes in Lausanne aud Geneva, 
Switzerland, and afterward in Lyons) 
From this city he went to Cobte, Franco] 
where ho spout the last year working as 
a baker. He reached Lyons from Cette 
at G o'clock Sunday evening. 


"Wliile, iu Cette'ho earned 30 francs a 
month, besides his board and lodging 
He was sober and industrious, but taci- 
turn in his manner. He waa a great 
reader, aud outspoken only when an- 
arcliistic theories were discissed. The 
police officials who went to Cette to 
trace the assassin searched Santa's lodg- 
ings. A trunk that was seized in h'ia 
room contained nothing of a compro- 
mising nature. They, also questioned a 
number of Santo's comrades, some of 
whom were arrested. 


It is learned chat on cither Friday or 


Saturday morning Santo quarreled with 
the master baker in whose employ he 
was and quitted the bakery. 


On the day following the execution of 


the iinarchisc, Emilo Henry, Sauto 
marked: "It does not matter. Homy 
did not die like a brave man. It seems 
to mo that I would havo more coin-ago 
were I to mount the scaffold." 


On Friday Santo bought from a gun- 


smith for five f ratios (he poinard with 
which he killed 31. Carnot. This dis- 
covery gives rise to the belief that his 
quarrel in tlie baker's shop wag merely 
a pretext for leaving Cetto and coming 
to Lyons to fulfill the murderous mis- 
sion to which ho was assigned by his 
associate anarchists. 


M. Lopino, who accompanied M. Car- 
uot, says that Santo appears to bo very 
intelligent. He ran after the prosiden t's 
carriage, holding in his hand a large 
bonquot. "When he jumped upon the 
carriage stop he adroitly drew his dag- 
5er out of the llowers. It has not yot 
been discovered whether the assassin 
had accomplices. 


Santo Had Accumpltaci. 


LYONS, Juno 2(1.—The police are ac- 


iivoly engaged in searching accomplices 
of Santo, which thuy fool certain ho 
bad: They are particularly anxious to 
Jnd a hairdresser's assistant named 
Maiius Violly, who is said to have re- 
peatedly predicted that President Car- 
aot would be murdered i u his carriage 
on arriving hore. An Italian woman 
who proves to havo been Violly's mis- 
tress and one of Violly's associates, 
named lioux, have been arreAed. 


Violly himself, however, has disap- 


peared, but the police are hopeful that 
they will soon bo able to trace him. 
Recently, while, drunk, a friend of Viol- 
ly, in his maundering, exclaimed: "I 
heard the tolling of bolls. Violly 1ms 
written an article, andwearodotrayed." 


ICinff Humbert's Tolpjrrain. 


PAKIS, June 26.—King Humbert's 
telegram to Jlme. Cariiot is as follows: 
"The blow which has striokou your hus- 
band has stricken at the same time the 
hearts of myself and Queen Morghorita 
with profound sadness. Italy ia wound- 
ed not less than Franco by sncli a crimp,, 
and associates herself completely with 
your sorrow.

Czar Alexander 
HI has two ruling' emotions—a horror 01 
war and a hatred of Germany.

problem is, Which passion in liim shall 
conquer the other? Trammeled by no 
parliament, influenced neither by re- 
epon&ible ministers nor by personal fa- 
vorites, the big, lonely despot is wn 
tliny out that problem single hauded. II 
is au awful position. 


There is EO real public opinion in Rus- 


sia whose voice rnigbt sway the auto- 
crat. He must fight out his own battle 
with himself. 
Probably no solution 


would bettor please him individually 
than a general disarmament, but that ic 
hopeless. Wo must leave him to his 
wrestlings with, himself. Meanwhile, at 
all events, there is ft period, of reasona- 
bly assured respite, Russia is never 
quite ready, and the millennium will 
probably surprise her in her chronic at- 
titude of unreadiness. At present she 
is swapping not hoi'bes, but rifles, 
j'ear ago there was not a magazine rifle 
in tho Russian army, and the gr^at ma- 
jority ot" her soldiers are ttiH armed 
with the unproved '*15urdan." a very in- 
ferior weapon both to the German and 
the Austrian rifle.

Walker, not being made oi subnris- 


feivf* material, confined herself to the 
former course, and she protested with 
BUt;li vigor that she is now a widow aud 
an occupant of a coud«mupil murderer's 
cell. It came about iu this way: 


Ilor husband last tu miner imprudent- 


ly renewed certain relations with a 
wom- 


an ot whom Ins wife h.id long been ,ieal- 
ous. On returning home Mrs. Walker 
guv*- him a good thrashing, and a^ that 
did not convert him she in u m it-terful 
manner hustled him up stairs, chained 
him to a bedpo-t in the topmost room of 
the house and kept, him there to the day 
of his death, which was Nov. 16 last, 
During the four munihs of his captivity 
he VJRS visited and thrashed every day 
by his strong willed ami strong nerved 
spouse. Theio were several lodgers in 
tho house, and they heard tho man's 
cries every day, but got used to them 
and never dreamed of telling the police. 


Finally, on tho inocinng of Nov. 16, 


Mrs, 
Walker finished the novel discipli- 


nary course of treatment by battering in 
her erring husband's head with a mass- 
ive steel chain. 
The doctors said the 


man's body was a mass of wounds and 
bruises. 


The murder, brutal and revolting as it 


was, would not have attracted much at- 
tention had the victim been some long 
suffering wife. What strikes tho public 
imagination is thai a woman should dare 
to kill her husband iu such a masculine 
fashion, and that it is possible for a hu- 
man being in tho second city of the em- 
pire to be kept a prisoner for four 
months and slowly done to death. Mrs. 
Walker will probably bo hanged. The 
judge, iu sentencing the woman. wurueJ 
her not to hope for mercy. — Liverpool

that emotion, so keenly and painfully 
appreciated. With those dogs which 
are endowed with a large human 
quality, such as our various breeds 
of hounds, it LS possible by laughing 
in their faces not only to quell their 
rage, but to- drive them to a distance. 
They seem in a way to be put to 
shame, and at the same time hope- 
lessly puzzled as to the nature of 
their predicament.
